A comprehensive planning process to 
establish new directions for child health 
has been initiated by the Division of 
Family Health Services in conjunction 
with the Academy of Pediatrics, county 
health departments, nursing and others. 
Effective in January, AHCCCS was 
given the mandate and the funding to 
provide both preventive and therapeutic 
care to children under six in low 
income families. These services are 
being provided to this group for the first 
time, thus making it possible for ADHS 
to look at ways to devote our limited 
resources to the entire childhood 
population. 


A key step in the development of a 
comprehensive AIDS education 
program for Arizona began last month 
when the ADHS Office of Health 
Promotion and Education 
began a telephone survey to determine 
basic knowledge regarding AIDS. 
Results of the survey, conducted with 
Federal funding from the Centers for 
Disease Control, will be used in 
developing a statewide AIDS Health 
Education Risk Reduction Plan. Other 
activities will include the support of 
AIDS education programs in the 
Maricopa and Pima County Health 
Departments; funding of AIDS informa- 
tion telephone lines; and public infor- 
mation and health education programs. 
programs. 


The services of the Adolescent 
Treatment Unit at Arizona State 
Hospital were outlined during a recent 
workshop and the effects of the new 
mental health laws were discussed. 
Fewer adolescents with mental health 
problems will be treated in residential 
facilities, and ASH will deal only with 
truly neglected and dependent children.

PIO 
continued to follow through on needed 
services and comforts, and encouraged 
staff from other ADHS offices to 
become involved.

News notes 


The Department is again the lead 
agency in sponsoring the Annual 
Conference on Health Promotion and 
Disease Prevention. The tenth annual 
conference will be held May 21-22, in 
conjunction with the spring meeting of 
the Arizona Public Health Association, 
at the Arizona Biltmore. The theme of 
this year’s meeting, according to 
conference coordinator Terry Hughes, 
is “Impacting America’s Health 
Culture”. The roles that shape or affect 
individual health behaviors will be 
discussed, and participants will look at 
three endemic health problems ... 
cardiovascular disease, substance 
abuse and AIDS. 

Additional information is available 
from Hughes in the Office of Health 
Education or from AZPHA president 
Helen Cacheris in the Office of 
Nutrition. 


The new rules for reporting 
communicable diseases were 
summarized in the January issue of the 
Arizona Health Bulletin and mailed to 
physicians throughout the state. In 
addition to initiating or expanding 
certain reporting requirements, the 
revisions also reduce reporting or 
control measures for some diseases, 
reflecting current public health 
standards. The most controversial of 
the new rules is the requirement that 
positive anti-HIV (human 
immunodeficiency) tests be reported. 
Copies of the new law are available 
from the Office of the Secretary of State 
or from the ADHS Division of Disease 
Prevention.

ADHS ... on the job 


Norm Weiss is manager of the Office 
of Planning and Program Development 
for the Division of Environmental 
Health. 

His involvement with the legislature 
during the last session had much to do 
with it being an unprecedented year of 
success for environmental quality legis- 
lation. Weiss tracked legislation and 
provided support to both the Depart- 
ment and the legislators. Especially 
significant contributions included his 
work on the Underground Storage Tank 
Bill, amendments to the Hazardous 
Waste Management Act, and the 
Environmental Quality Act. 

Following the legislative session, 

Weiss developed a work program for implementing the Environmental Quality 
Act. He is described by his staff as being one of the few people who has a 
comprehensive understanding of this complex piece of legislation. The office 
is planning now for implementation of the new bill and for July 1 when they 
will be part of the new agency. 

No matter what the project may be ... developing rules and regulations, 
differentiating between the responsibilities of various agencies, or developing 
new programs ... Weiss says the job always involves a lot of interaction with 
the public, program people and bureaucrats. It is essential, he says, to 
continue established relationships, particularly with ADHS Disease 
Prevention and the State Lab, and considerable effort must go into making 
sure these relationships are maintained in the future. 

Weiss feels the new agency will be a milestone for the state and says 
expectations are high. 

Referring to the start-up process, he states, “We have the statutory 
authority. We have the people. Now we just have to do the job.” 

Weiss has been with the Department for eight years.
